The conference has been watiow- 
ing in a sea of figures. This to a 
degree ‘has been necessary, but the 
time has come for something more. 
What is now needed is a guiding 
hand that will not be held back 
by a too cautious expedtency—a 
hand that will follow through to 
its logical conclusion the Hoover 
doctrine that risks must be taken 
in the cause of peace. 

The next 10 days should tell 
whether the conference is going to 
get anywhere. Several possibilities 
lie just ahead. One is a five-power 
pact effecting genuine reduction of 
armaments, another is a five-power 
pact involving limitation but not 
reduction. Another is a pact omit- 
ting Italy and France or possibly 
omitting France alone. Another is 
complete failure. 

The impression still. exists in 
conference circles. that ‘France 
might be brought to modify her 
demands by a clause in the Kel- 
logg pact providing for consulta- 
tion among nations in event of 
threatened war. Some believe that 
arrangements of this sort, involv- 
ing no commitment by any nation 
to do more than confer and con- 
sult with others in the interest of 
world peace, is the only possible 
way out of the present impasse. 

Attitude of U. 8S. Delegates. 

There is reason to believe that 
six, if not all, “of our delegates 
would be willing thus to “imple- 
ment” the Kellogg pact, in a sep- 
arate document rom the pro- 
posed naval treaty.

Buchmueller’s men walked over 
the entire distance of 270 miles cov- 
ered by the electrical circuits sup- 
plying current to the 8159 light 
standards served by the circuits. 

How Survey Was Made. 

They measured the length of un- 
paved area through which Ryckoff 
trenched over the entire distance, 
between sidewalk and e¢urb or 
wherever the circuit led them. 
They found the minimum. of 503,- 
730 lineal feet of unpaved area 
in which the trench was laid. 

Next they measured the square 
feet of concrete repaving they 
found in excess of the 10-inch 
width, allowed by the engineers as 
a liberal covering for the trench. 
The measurement of excess con- 
crete included all repaving, 
whether over the trench or adjoin- 
ing it. which amounted to 35.198 
square feet. In arriving at the 
probable length of trench covered 
by concrete, the 35,198 square feet 
in excess of 10 inches, together 
with 54,000 square feet of concrete 
paving assumed as replaced around 
the base of 6000 light standards, 
was deducted from  Ryckoff’s 
Claim of 527,848. square feet of 
concrete repaved, This reduced 
the total for trench covering to 
438,650 square feet, or 626,380 
lineal feet of trench to be covered 
by concrete 10 inches wide. 

After deducting the 509,730 lin- 
eal feet of unpaved area and the 
excess concrete, together with the 
distances across roadways for 
which the contractor was paid a 
separate unit price for roadway 
paving, there remained 710,000 
lineal feet of trench over which to 
lay the 527,848 square feet of con. 
crete and 2,051,699 square feet of 
brick sidewalk resurfacing paid for 
by the city, a total of 2,579,547 
square feet. 

Reduced to simple terms, Buch- 
mueller’s survey and analysis 
showed that there remained 133,- 
623 lineal feet of trench 30 inches 
wide over which to place 2,061,- 
699 square feet of brick repaving. 
As this length of trench could not 
possibly contain more than 459,- 
058 square feet of brick based on 
the 30-inch width, there remained 
1,692,641 square feet of brick to 
be accounted for, or no place to 
put it. 

Sidewalk Destruction. 

Pitzman's surveyors found that 
Ryckoff demolished great widths 
of brick sidewalk for miles in exca- 
vating his shallow trench. In some 
places the widths he destroyed 
were five and six feet wide, which 
is said by engineers to be an inex- 
cusable: destruction of pavement.

NEW WASHINGTON U 
BUILDING 1S STARTED 


$400,000 Structure For Study 
of Cancer Named | for 
Edward Mallinckrodt. 


Foundations for Washington 
University’s new $400,000 building 
for the study of cancer have been 
laid on the north side of Kings- 
highway between Barnes and Chil- 
dren's Hospitals and bids for con- 
struction of an eight-story building 
will be asked for within a few 
days. It is expected the work will 
be completed by the end of 1930. 

The new building; to be known 
as the Mallinckrodt Institute of 
Radiology, was made possible by 
the gift of $300,000 three years azo 
by the late Edward Mallinckrodt, 
chemical manufacturer. At the 
same time the General Education 
Board, the Rockefeller organiza- 
tion, gave the university $750,000 
to provide an endowment for re- 
prownng in radiology to be conduct- 
| 


ed at the institute. 

X-ray facilities, said to be un- 
equaled in the world, are to be 
placed in the new building. There 
will be available 50,000 square feet 
of floor space for that branch of 
diagnosis and therapeutics. The 
new Columbia University Medical 
Center in New York has allotted 
only 6000 feet for that purpose. 
The X-ray work of the hospitals 
in the nearby group connected with 
Washington University, Barnes, 
McMillan, Children’s and Maternity 
Hospitals, is to be carried on in 
the new building. 

The structure its to be of brick 
and. Bedford stone, and it is de- 
signed in the Italian renaissance 
style. conforming to other buildings 
in the group. Eight stories are to 
be built at present, but it is ce- 
signed so that four may be added 
later. 

Two floors will be devoted to 
equipment for taking X-ray pic- 
tures, one to therapeutic devices. 
one to operating rooms equipped 
so that X-ray pictures may be 
taken during the progress of an 
operation, and two to radiological 
laboratories. Two floors will be 
available for expansion. 

Edward Mallinckrodt died a year 
after contributing the funds for 
the new building. In his will he 
left about $2,000,000 for charitable, 
religious or educational purposes, 
mentioning Washington University 
and St. Luke’s Hospital as pre- 
ferred recipients, but leaving to his 
son, Edward Jr., the final determ- 
inction of what 
funds should be made. The estate 
has not yet been settled because 
of income tax litigation.

JUSTIGES’ LETTER 
OF REGRET TO TAFT 
_ AND HIS REPLY 


Correspondence Regarding Res- 
ignation Is Made Public 
in Washington.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Cor- 
respondence made public yester-’‘ 
day shows that the Associate Jus- 
tices of the Supreine Court, under 
date of Feb. 10, joined in a letter 
to William Howard Taft, express- 
ing regret over his, retirement. 

The letter read: 3 ' 

“We call you Chief Justice still 
for we cannot quickly give up the 
title by which we have known you 
for all these later years and which 
you have made so dear to us. We 
cannot let you leave us without 
trying to tell you how dear you 
have made it. You came to us 
from achievements in other fields 
and with the prestige of the illus- 
trious place that letely, you had 
held, and you had shown in a new 
form your voluminous capacity for 
work and for getting work done, 
your humor that smoothed the 
rough places, your golden heart 
that has brought you love from 
every side, and most of all, from 
your brethren whose tasks you 
have made happy and light. We 
grieve at your illness, but your 
spirit has given life and impulse 
that will abide whether you are 
with us or are away.” 

Under date of Feb. 12 a letter 
signed by Taft and addressed to 
“My Dear Brethren,” was delivered 
to the Justices. It read: 

“IT cannot adequately say how 
deeply I am touched by your af- 
fectionate letter. I regretted for 
many reasons the necessity of ten- 
dering my resignation, but none so 
strong as the ending of those pieas- 
ant associations with each and all 
of you, which during the past nine 
years have been so dear to me. 
Only the advice of my doctors and 
my own conviction that I would be 
unable to continue adequately the 
great work of the court, forced me 
to leave you. That work, in your 
hands, will go on as well without 
me, but I am grateful, neverthe.- 
less, for your words of apprecia- 
tion.”

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Feb. 
24.—Leaving Deception Island on 
Jan. 25 we set our course to carry 
us a little south of Peter § Island, 
where the exploring vessel Nor- 
wegia met pack ice last year. 

With the Lockheed plane, Los 
Angeles, arranged as a seaplane 
and lashed firmly to the deck of 
the William Scoresby, we were two 
days out from Deception Island 
when we ran into great wind, high 
seas, and snow squalls. We saw no 
pack ice until we reached longi- 
tude 90 east, latitude 69.20, about 
30 miles south of Peter island. 

Even at the edge of the pack 
there was no improvement in the 
weather. We fellowed the edge of 
the ice between latitudes 69.20 and 
69.30 until longitude almost 100 
west, when we turned southward 
into what appedred to be a big 
bight in the pack ice. Clouds hung 
low about us and to the south- 
ward. 

We hit a snow squall moving 
from east to west. Hoping to push 
our way through the rough weath- 
er, we- prepared to launch our 
plane. We then discovered that 
the frequent temperature changes 
and the bad weather since leaving 
Deception Island had caused con- 
densation in the fuel tanks, and 
that at freezing temperatures ice) 
had fouled the entire fuel system. 

All the fuel lines were removed 
and hegted to free them from ob- 
structions. When that was done 
the weather was almost calm, but 
sullen patchy snowstorms glided 
slowly and silently over the areas 
in our vicinity. 

Piane Takes Off. 


After considerable effort we rose 
from the surface of the water, but 
soon found that our way south- 
ward was barred oy snow too thick 
to fly through. A glance at the 
edge of the ice pack was cheering. 
We had stopped the Scoresby ina 
deep bay, thinking that the ice 
swung far to the northeastward. 
From the air we could see that 15 
miles further to the west the ice 
turred toward the south again. 

Still aloft, we tried to go south 
with the plane, time after time 
“dodging snow squalls, but at last 
completely surrounded by a frezen 
cloud we gave up and returned to 
the vessel. * 

With the machine back aboard 
the Scoresby, we proceeded to 
round the edge of the ice pack to 
the southward, bringing up again 
in latitude 70 degrees 19 minutes. 
There we waited for better 
weather. 

The season was fast passing, and 
as the weather continued bad we

Streaks of newly formed wind- 
driven snow on the otherwise yel- 
lowish surface slightly aided navi- 
gation and aided Cheesman in 
keeping a fairly steady directional 
course. It was, however, impos- 
sible to keep the machine on an 
even keel. The air was very 
rough. 

Although the icebergs were nu- 
merous at the edge of the pack, 
only a few were seen; within it. 
We observed that the ice edge to 
the west swung still further south- 
ward until iatitude 71, where it 
spread to the west as far as we 
could see. To the southward of 
latitude 71 the floe ice was 
stronger and only slightly scattered, 
We saw some floes, the first that 
we had seen in Antarctica that 
were sufficiently large to afford 
landing fields. Under the clouds 
their surface iooked smooth, but) 
with the experience of eight polar 
summers behind me I knew that 
their mottled surface indicated 
treacherous ice, only partly snow- 
covered. 


No Piace to Land. 

Never once have we observed in 
the Antarctic pack suitable ice for 
a landing field like that which we 
saw in the Arctic. 
Doubtless we could have landed 
on the land-fast ice neighboring 
Charcot Land, or’on the barrier 
farther west had we found it, but 
we could not have made a landing 
among. the scattered peaks over 
which we flew. 
It was as unsafe flying over that 
with pontoons as it had been fly- 
ing with wheels over the snow- 
covered mountains last year. As 
we proceeded 100 miles south of 
the ship the weather ahead looked 
more ‘forbidding. A “big snow- 
storm lay right across our path. 
Normally we would have turned 
back under such conditions, but, 
since getting into the air was so 
difficult and uncertain, we decided 
to push through the storm. In the 
frozen cloud we experienced a pe- 
culiar condition of temperature as 
the damp air rose and filled the 
cabin of the plane with a fog. It 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Re- 
suming its revision uf silk tariffs, 
the Senate today adopted, 39 to 34, 
an amendment by Senator Blaine 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, to eliminate 
the increases of 5 per cent in the 
duty of 60 per cent on silk cloth- 
ing of all kinds not specifically 
mentioned in the bill. 

Another amendment by Blaine 
to restore the present duty of 6° 
per cent in place of a bill rate of 
65 per cent on all manufactures of 
silk, not specifically provided for, 
was rejected, 40 to 37. 

A third amendment by the Wis- 
consin Senator to eut the bill rates 
on silk velvet fabrics, but allowing 
an increase over existing rates of 
5 per cent on the wholly cut and 
wholly uncut and 10 per cent on 
the partly cut was adopted 40 to 
38. 
on all these fabrics. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
won, 36 to 35, approval of an 
amendment to restore the present 
rate of 45 per cent on bleached, 
dyed, colored or plied spun silk 
yarns.

Scott decision grows every day stronger. 

Mr. Lincoln was the most interesting dissenter from 
the Dred Scott decision, and what he said about it ap 
plies with equal force to the Supreme Court’s decision 
in the Baltimore street railway case. There were 
people in the country at that time who regarded dis- 
sent from the Dred Scott decision very much as our} 
Secretary of Agriculture, the Hon. Arthur M. Hyde, | 
regards dissent to the Supreme Court theory of valua- 
tion. Mr. Hyde thinks these dissenters are in the 
wrong country, and in Mr. Lincoln’s time it was 
charged that those who dissented from the*Dred Scott 
decision were disloyal to the Union. In his debates 
with Stephen A. Douglas during the [linois sena- 
torial campaign of 1858 Mr. Lincoln made his posi- 
tion very clear. Two years before he had publicly 
expressed his willingness to leave to the Supreme 
Court the constitutionality of acts of Congress deal- 
ing with slavery in the territories, and to submit to 
its decision. Charles Warren says in “The Supreme 
Court in United States History”: 


In 1858, however, he stated that he declined to 
abide by the decision when rendered; and his 
views had a powerful effect upon the country. 
It is important, nevertheless, to note that Lin- 
coln’s position has, in later days, been greatly 
misrepresented by.opponents of the Court, who 
cite him as authority for denying the Court's 
right to pass upon an act of Congress. Such a 
doctrine was never asserted by him, and his at- 
titude was summed up at Springfield, June 26, 
as follows: “Judicial decisions have two uses: 
first, to absolutely determine the case decided, 
and secondly, to indicate to the public how other 
similar cases will be decided when they arise. 
For the latter use, they are called ‘precedents’ 
and ‘authorities.’ We believe as much as Judge 
Douglas (perhaps more) in obedience to, and re- 
spect for, the judicial department of government. 
We think its decisions on constitutional ques- 
tions, when fully settled, should control not only 
the particular cases decided, but the general 
policy of the country, subject to be disturbed 
only by amendments of the Constitution, as pro- 
vided in that instrument itself. More than this 
would be revolution. But we think the Dred 
Scott decision is erroneous. We know the Court 
that made it has often overruled its own deci- 
sions, and we shall do what we can to have it 
overrule this. We offer resistance to it.” This 
was precisely the language which would be ap- 
propriately used by a lawyer and a statesman 
who held the Courts and orderly legal procedure 
in due respect; but it in no way justified any 
attempt to disregard or disobey the decision of 
the Court. 


And again in his inaugural address in 1861, Lincoln 
pointed out that while a court decision on a consti- 
tutional question did not control the political policy 
which the country would pursue, nevertheless, it must 
be held binding upon parties in any suit involving 
such questions. He said: 


I do not forget the position, assumed by 
some, that constitutional! questions are to be de- 
cided by the Supreme Court, nor do I deny that 
such decisions must be binding in any case, 
upon the parties to a suit, as to the object 
of that suit, while they are also entitled to very 
high respect and consideration in all parallel 
cases by all other departments of the Govern- 
ment. And while it is obviously possible that 
such decisions may be erroneous in any given 
case, still the evil effect following it, being 
limited to that particular case, with the chance 
that it may be overruled and never become a 
precedent for other cases, can better be borne 
than could the evils of a different practice. At 
the same time, the candid citizen must confess 
that if the policy of the Government, upon vital 
questions affecting the whole people, is to be 
irrevocably fixed by decisions of the Supreme 
Court, the instant they are made in ordinary 
litigation between parties in personal actions,

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SAFETY AT SEA. 

Fortunately the German liner Muenchen burned 
in New York harbor after discharging its passengers. 
As the New York Herald Tribune puts it, “The great 
fire in the Muenchen must have led thousands to ask 
what the result would have been had it occurred at 
sea.” It is entirely possible that the world would 
have witnessed another Titanic or Vestris tragedy, 
with the added horror of fire. To visualize such a 
happening gives rise to the hope that the lesson of 
the Muenchen will not go unheeded.

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ITALY’S BAR ON HUMOR. 

No longer may the witty Italian make jests about 
the Government, even though he wisecracks only in a 
spirit of good clean fun. A recent Fascist bull has 
stopped all that. Since the days of Pasquino, the 
sixteenth century tailor who kept Rome laughing 
with his verses and puns on eurrent affairs, Italians 
have indulged in smiles over the foibles of their eu- 
periors. Fascism now sees in this mild form of 
popular amusement a “disloyal, malign campaign” 
which must be uprooted, according to instructions by 
Secretary Turati. 

Should such a ukase be issued in America, it 
would make our politics even drearier than it natu- 
rally tends to be. Consider a few of the topics now 
adding to America’s merriment that would be tabooed: 
The tariff, hair shirts, commissions, prohibition, medi- 
cine balls, Mrs. Gann, blue laws, Heflin and Brook- 
hart, Republican prosperity, nonstickable postage 
stamps, Admirals and so on. The Gridiron Club 
would disband and frenzied cartoonists would be con- 
fined to such nonpolitical matters as women’s styles 
and spinach. 

Italians may stifle their puns, but the Government 
provides them with unconscious humor funnier than 
the best wheezes of the Latin Mr. Dooleys and Will 
Rogerses. Ridicule may be a powerful weapon, but 
repression has a powerful kickback. When an epi- 
gram about Black Shirt washing of dirty linen means 
transportation to the islands, the zentence is more 
dangerous to the Government than is the jest. It 
is a dubious regime that cannot endure a. few jokes. 
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DR. ROGERS’ RESIGNATION. 

In the resignation of Dr. James Harvey Rogers, 
noted economist, there is further evidence that the 
far-reaching effects of the sex questionnaire episode 
and the resultant witch-burning by the university 
authorities have only begun to be felt at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. Dr. Rogers has tendered his 
resignation to President Brooks in order to accept 
a professorship at Yale. But he makes plain, in his 


in leaving Missouri by the fact that scholars and 
thinkers no longer believe freedom of research and 
freedom of teaching are possible at the State uni- 
versity. This belief was confirmed by a report of 
the Association of University Professors which in- 
vestigated the questionnaire episode. Dr. Rogers 
strongly intimates that he might have passed up the 
Yale post, a most desirable one, had it not been for 
this lack of assurance of freedom of speech and 
thought. 

No university is greater than its faculty. That 
has become increasingly true in an age of specializa- 
tion and intensive research.

faculty members who have achieved distinction in 
their respective fields beyond the bounds of the uni- 
versity. And if a university is to grow in stature, it 
must draw men of achievement to its ranks.

Howard chain of newspapers, accuses

It is “vicious journalism” 
for a Tribune correspondent to give his 
opinion, but we suppose it is sound journal- 
ism for a Scripps-Howard writer to give 
his. The charge that opinions are repre- 
sented as facts is unsustained—and is, of 
course, umsustainable. No one above the 
intellectual level of a moron will have any 
trouble while reading the reports of Mr. 
Henning, Mr. Steele, Mr. Wales or Mr. Dar- 
rah in distinguishing between their asser- 
tions of fact and their statements of 
opinion. 

That is not what really troubles the 
Cleveland Press editor. What the Press 
doesn’t like is that the Tribune men at the 
conference are not there to feed official 
pap to the Tribune readers but to tell all 
the facts they are able to obtain and to 
express their opinions without fear or favor.

Funeral of Superintendent of 
Missouri Organization Today 
——Burial at Charleston, Ill. 


The first of two funeral serv- 
ices for the Rev. Parker Shields, 
superintendent of the Anti-Salooa 
League of Missouri, was held to- 
day at Maple Avenue Methodist 
Church. The body of the Rev. Mr. 
Shields, who died of a heart ail- 
ment in Barnes Hospital last night, 
will pe buried in Charleston, IIL, 
where the final service will be 
held tomorrow afternoon, 


Superintendent Shields, who had 
been in charge of the St. Louis of- 
fice of the league since June, 1925, 
was 63 years old. He had been il! 
for several weeks, and returned 
recently from a stay in Florida. 

He was reared in Central Illi- 
nois, and after being ordained to 
the Methodist ministry, he held 
pastorates in that section. He was 
superintendent of the Mattoon dis- 
trict, and was pastor at Charleston 
for several years. Later he served 
as field secretary of Illinois Wes- 
leyan University, Bloomington. 

Factor in Two Elections. 

He went into Anti-Saloon 
League work about 13 years ago, 
serving in Illinois and Tennessee 
before he came to the Missouri or- 
ganization. He succeeded the Rev. 
A. H. Post as superintendent here. 

By his activity in opposing wet 
candidates, Superintendent Shields 
made the league a factor in the 
1926 and 1928 clections. In 19826, 
he endeavored to unite dry sup- 
port on candidates opposing Har- 
ry B. Hawes for the Democratic 
nomination for United States Sen- 
ator, but Hawes won, and Senator 
Williams, also classed as wet, was 
the Republican nominee. In 1928, 
Superintendent Shields circular- 
ized ministers, asking that they 
make public statements in support 
of Herbert Hoover because of his 
dry attitude. This breught a re- 
joinder from one minister who ob- 
jected to the suggestions. 

Assailed Senator 

He issued several statements at- 
tacking Senator James A. Reed, 
and prepared to fight the renomi- 
nation of Reed in 1928, but the 
Senator did not run. 

In public addresses, the Rev. Mr. 
Shields spoke of prohibition en- 
forcement in St. Louis as being in 
a chaotic condition, and said that 
if St. Louis could be dumped into 
the Mississippi River, the rest of 
the State would make a favorable 
showing. One trouble in 8t. Louis, 
he said, was that the Federal au- 
thorities did not make sufficient 
use of the padlock and confiscation 
provisiong of the law. 

He is survived by Mrs. Shields, 
three sons ané a married daugh- 
ter, none of the children residing 
in. St. Louis.

GARY, Ind. Feb. 25.—The body Zeitinger 
of Paul Perconti, gangster, was 
found late yesterday, buried in a 
quick lime crypt sealed with fresh- 
ly-poured cement under the floer 
of an abandoned barn 12 miles 
east of Gary. The finding of Per- 
conti’s bleodstained cap and _re- 
volver had prompted the search in 
that neighborhood. He had been 
shot to death.

How Germs Strike. 


HE man in the street wel! 
T xzows now that germs cause 

disease. He knows little or 
eothing, however, of the manner in 
which they injure the body. 

This dearth of specific informa- 
tion ig shared, in a measure at 
least, by the scientific world. There 
are many disease-producing germs 
known to medicine, whose particu- 
lar manner of operation, so to say. 
is still a mystery. 

The bacillus of 
known since its discovery by Rob- 
ert Koch, in 1882. is such a germ. 
Recently tuberculosis workers . re- 
doubled efforts in studying the na- 
ture and constitution of the offend- 
ing bacillus. 

It is hoped that through a 
knowledge of the chemical and 
physical composition of thig wide- 
spread germ we will better under- 
stand the type of injury it inflicts. 
With such knowledge we should be 
better able to combat its ravages. 
The history of medicine bears out 
our hope. In diphtheria, for ex- 
ample, the responsible germ was 
discovered by Loffier in 1884. But 
the knowledge that a particular ba- 
cillus caused the disease, did not in 
any appreciable degree help in cur-

against his wife, the dressmakers 
of Paris also brought suit against 
him for $20,000 whieh they 
claimed was due*them for clothes 
purchased by Mrs. Nash. The case 
was one of the most celebrated of 
its kind, and was presided over by 
Justice McCardie of the Court of 
King’s Bench. It was his com- 
ments on Mra. Nash’s extravagant 
passion for ciothes, coming, as 
they did with the weight of judi- 
cial authority, that raised Jean 
Nash from a comparatively local 
etlebrity to a positidn. of worid- 
wide. prominence. 

Nothing can show more clearly 
the basis on which Jean Nash's 
reputation for smartness and ex- 
travagance of attire rests than 
the following quotations from Jus- 
tice McCardie's celebrated opin- 
ion: 

“One of the items for which. the 
plaintiffs ask judgment is a Gis- 
monda evening dress at 2400 
framcs; another for a morning 
dress at 2800 francs; ariother for 
a “Pecheresse’ (or ‘Female Sin- 
ner’) evening dress at 3700 francs: 
another for an evening dress at 
3800 francs; another for a ‘Chry- 
salide’ evening dress at 4600 
francs; and another for a fur 
stole at 15,000 frances. This’ ac- 
count of the plaintiff's was a mere 
fraction of the dressing debts 1n- 
curred by the defendant’s wife, 
Mrs. Jean Nash.” - 

After stating that he accepted 
without hesitation Captain Nash's 
defense to the effect that he had 
forbidden his wife to pledge his 
credit, and that the articles sup- 
plied were extravagances and not 
necessaries, Justice McCardie con- 


tinued:

a | N Mrs. Nash’s numerous 
wardrobes there were always 
50 or 60 evening dresses for 
use night by night. Even the most 
expensive dress she would wear 
but three times only. Her prodi- 
gality was on the same scale in 
other articles of attire. The price 
of her stockings was 200 francs 
and often more per pair. She had 
many pairs. She would purchase 
shoes not in pairs, but in several 
dozens of various sorts at a time. 
I see that her accounts for shoes 
with two only of the firms who 
supplied her amounted in less than 
a year to more than 10.000 francs. 
Everything was on the same scale, 
whether for hats, lingerie or the 
like. Her catholicity of profusion 
was remarkable. She forgot that 
ostentation is the worst form of 
vulgarity... Dress, and dress alone, 
seems to have been. her end in 
life. .She sought felicity in the 
ceaseless changes of trivial fash- 
ions. Self-decoration was her’ vis- 
ion, her aim, her creed. She com- 
puted her enjoyment of life by the 
reckless indulgence of her extrava- 
gance.

HERE are few opinions in the 
r history of the English courts

But when 
Jean, in her newly leased apart- 
ment in Paris, read a copy of the 
opinion, she shrugged her slim 
shoulders and declared that while 
Justice McCardie might be a 
learned jurist, there remained yet 
a few things about women and 
dress that still elude his compre- 
hension.

Quite obviously Justice McCar- 
die’s rebuke was of little conse- 
quence to Jean Nash. Indeed, this 
celebrated opinion and judgment 
not only failed to crush Jean's 
spirits, but, on the contrary. flat- 
tered her tremendously.-What oth- 
er woman’ in the world had so au- 
thoritatively and with so muca at- 
tending publicity been pointed out 
as & paragon of smartness, lux- 
uriousness and extravagancs in 
matters of dresd$? 

There was no disputing Jeap’s 
right now to the title of best 
dressed woman in the world. And 
confirmed in the .rank which she 
80 greatly coveted, Jean dismissed 
the unpleasant memories of her 
life with Captain Nash and began, 
if not a new, at least a mbdre in- 
tense life in Paris and the gay 
resorts of France.
